Attack Upon AH Musgrovc Along: 


Public Road in Broad Daylight ii 
Caube of Coubitlcrnblc Excitement 
iii the ttttral l>t<atrictb Hereabouts.

SGOTTDALK, May UG.—The holdup 


and apparent attempt to murder Ail 
Musgrove aa he wat yoing to hla farm 
\vost of town SiiturdayV furJiished some ^ 
exclt«ment for that entire section. The 
desperate character who robbed Mu:*-, 
g-rove ab he was driving1, alonp, and 
then ftrcd a ahot tlirbuyh^-the back of 
thu butfgy, narrowly miasins the occu- 
pant, was seen a number of times, but 
got away. 


Chief of Police Frank McCuddcn 


accompanied an automobile party of 
searchere to the scene of the robbery, 
People In that neighborhood stiid the 
desperado was in the woods and could 
be surrounded. The automobile party 
went out on the road circling: back to- 
wards Mount Kebo. 
When they hitd 


left the road, some of the farmerw 
claim the inan came out from the 
woods and into t he 
road, 
looked 


about and then wt-nt across the tields 
\n the direction of Chains Mills. They 
thought he- was making for the Coch- 
ro-n coal mines at that nlace. 


The holdup took place on tho road 


from Scottdale. up the hollow west of 
town to Wesley Chapel, and on that 
part of what is called the "now" road, 
and between J. L. Shtveley;s place 
and Harry Kooser's. 
Mufrtrrove lives 


In Pine Tree and was driving out to 
his farm in his b^igST with the aide 
curtains up. 
He says he noticed a 


man step off in the bushes on the 
upner side of the road, and come to- 
ward him, but paid no attention to 
him. He was driving biowly and dfd 
not see the approach of 
the man. 


Then a revolver wan shoved again.sc 
his breast and the order came "Stop! 
Give me your money and be nuiek 
•abdut it." 
Fumbling a littlo for his pocketbook, 


with the hope that he might have a 
chance to get hold of the tLranger'-s 
revolver, Musgrove was again given 
the order to hurry. At this command. 
he drew out a folded bill-book -which 
the robber took with his free hand. 
He opened the book and shook about 
70 cents into his hand, tossed the book 
Into the buggy and ordered Musgrove 
to drive on. The man is described as 
being a rather larse man, well built, 
wearing dark clothes and having a 
handkerchief tied over the lower part 
of his face, almost up to 
his eyes. 


There were two or three dollars in 
paper money In the book which, tho 
fellow missed. 


When Musgrove had gonp a few 


foet he peeped out around the cur- 
tain, leaning low as he drove, and 
just about that time a bullet was fir- 
ed through tho back of the 
buggy. 


Whether the mrvreant fired on seeing 
the man looking out, or if 
he 
v?aa 


trying to murder him after 
robbing 


him, is problematical. 


Alarm was sent by telophone after 


Mr. Musgrove had gone some distnnfo. 
There is a telephone a few hundred 
feet o,way but he did not know this. 
Net general alarm was sent over that 
neighborhood, or the 
fellow 
could 


have been capturpd. 
Several report- 


ed afterward that they had seen tho 
man going across their fields, but di«l 
not know that he was 
wanted 
for 


crime.

account In a bnnlc nerves to give him 
standing, One cannot open un account 
wltli n bank In England merely by 
carrying money to the bank mid depcm- 
Itlmr It. He must have two first class 
references before u bank will accept 
his account, nnd when reference Is 
given jt tut-'uns that tbe person giving 
It would Indorse or Mtaud for the per- 
son to whom It IN Riven. A reference 
In England mean* more Chan a mere 
phrase. Checks on banks lu England 
cannot bo obtained for the mere ask- 
ing, and u man must have uu account 
In order to get checks from any bank. 
They cannot be picked up on bank 
counters or in public places. Private 
accounts In Knyllsh banks are not ac- 
cepted unless they are paid for, the 
general charge being $50 a year. There 
are one or two banks In England 
which discriminate so carefully lu the 
accounts they accept that when it per. 
son Is fortunate enough'to be permit- 
ted to open uu account with them he 
can gel credit in any city in England 
or on the continent of Europe.
